Two of the many Irish prisoners taken
by the Britlsh troops In the rebellion In
Ireland are a brother and n former tutor
of a Philadelphian, who today expressed
fenrs that his brother has been exectiled
for his part in the uprising

The anxious brother in James F. Stack,
n salesman, of 3727 Spring Garden strest.
He lenrned from a dispatch yesterday
that Francin P. Fahey, his former Instrue-
tor In Tralee, lreland, had bean mentenced
to 10 yenrs as n rebel. He has had no
word of his brother, Austin Stack, com-
mander of n Kerry battallion of Irish
voluntesrs, for several days,

*1 fear the worst,” Mr. Stack sald,

The Kerry commander was arrested at
Trales the day Bir Roger Casement wan
eaptured off the Tralee basin while'|at-
tempting to run through the British patrol
boat cordon. “Alding and abetting the
enemy,'"" was the charge, News of the
arrest was In the dispatches. Three fail-
ures subsequently to receive replles to
cablegrams cause him to belleve that his
brother has been sent to the Tower of
London and perhaps executed. Untll a
yonr ago hin brother had been connected
with the British internal revenus service,

Fahey, who I8 a doctor‘of philosophy
and a brilllant writer, became prothinent
in the reballion through his pen, Mr. Stack
sald, He probably did not take nn active
part in the uprising, as he decried rioting
and sianughter, mnccording to Mr. Stack.
The Irigh leader wan professor of French
in Edwards Street College, Tralee, when
AMr. Stack wans a'student there seven years
ago. At the time of his nrrest he wan n
professor in Blackrock College and wis
considered one of Irelnnd's moat brilliant
young #<holars, He [a about 35 years old,

“This rebellion, while it s suleidsl, will
continue,” eald Mr., Stack, who has been
in this country aix years. It s and will
continue to be more serious than the
British dispatches state. 1t I8 not merely
w rlot In Dublin, but it Is a well-plannegd,
deliberate revolution that s aweeping
Ireland. I know that fghting still cons
tinues in the south of Ireland, where there
nre na in complete possession of the
revolutionlsts,

“Ihay know they are commlitting suls
elde, but they would rather be shot In
Dublin than in the Dardanelles. They are
fighting for thelr lives, They do not want
conscription.’

The execution of the Irish leaders was
n grave mistake on the part of the British
nuthorities, Mr. Stmolk asserted.

“Tha killlngs will only inflame those
who are agalngt the government¥and will
decide those who were wavering in the
balance in favor of the rebeis,” he said.
“Where B0 per cent. of the Irish formaor-
Iy were againat the English govern-
ment, they now number 95 or B¥ per cent.”

The Irish revolutionaries were well-sup-
plied with prms and ammunition, he
added, He told of hundréds of thousands
of dollars’ worth of munitions stored in
secret hiding placen along the Irish coast
and in towns where guns and cartridges
ware distributed by automobile after be-

| Ing landed by gun-runners.

‘“The British will never find it &l1L" he
sald.

When the cars on
the surface line were delayed for more
than an hour, men and women alighted,
watching the progress of the fire until
traffle was resumed, According to Bamuel
Bell, president of the company, the causns
of the fire wns a spark from a passing
locomotive.
